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Ottawa, April 6th— The legislative 
mill has been working in high gear, 
so as to conclude in another: week. 
For the first time in many years, the 
House of Commons sat on Easter Mon- 
day, and followed this up with morn 
ing sessions. Meantime three or four 
committees have been sitting pract 
ically every day. Conscientious mem 
bers have found it impossible to do 
justice to their work, and criticisms 
have been heard against such a hel- 
ter-skelter, Even momentous 
event as a Coronation, some members 
say, does not justirf a pace in which 
legislation must be hurried through 
without due consideration, or, as an 
alternative, postponed another year. 

Consider, for instance, your private 
member who arrives at the buildings 
at nine or a little after to find 35 or 
40 letters from his constituents de 
manding an answer, At 10 a.m, ol 
10.30 perhaps, a committee starts sit- 
ting of which he is a member, At 11 
a.m, the House of Commons meets for 
the day. In the afternoon the House 
sits again, and so, perhaps, does the 
committee, The House sits for a third 
time at 8 p.m. and the committee sit- 
tings at night are not unknown. How 
can he do justice to his mail, read the 
papers, follow the committee, and be 
in the House when he should? 
Bennett Urged Due Study 

Opposition leader Bennett, not wish- 
ing to embarrass the government, 
which is desirous to prorogue with 4 
couple of weeks recess before the 
Coronation, still felt impelled to pro- 
test against the introduction of such 
an important bill as the Trans-Canada 
Airways almost on the eve of proro- 
gation. Here is a momentous new step 
in Canadian transportation, and a de- 
cision to be made on the type of own: 
ership; whether public or private, or 
some blend of both. Mr Bennett arg: 
ued that a parliamentary committee 
should sit and hear evidence on such 
a vital measure. Hon, C. D. Howe, the 
Minister of Transport, said that the 
time available did not permit such a 
step. Nor was it desirable lo postpone 
the measure, as the landing fields in 
the western section were ready, and 
the ‘Trans-Atlantice Airways company 
would soon be asking Canada to be re 
sponsible for the mails trom Britain 
and Europe. It was desired to tly 
them across Canada, on their way to 
the far East. I Canada’s company 
Was not ready, then a route through 
the United States might be chosen as 
a temporary measure. Then it would 
be hard to move it back to Canada 
When Canada was ready. 

The government had two or three 
other important programs which it 
might have proceeded with, if the Cor 
ovation had not stood in the way. 
Perhaps most far-reaching was a low 
cost housing scheme, It might be held 
that such a measure should not be in- 
troduced until the constitutional dit: 
ficulties have been cleared up, Just 
the same 1 fancy that if there had 
been no movement for early proro- 
gation, we should have had a meusure 
of this kind at least introduced and 
studied this spring. 

Control Armament Traffic 

One last minute amendment of ma 
jor significance, however, is the 
change in the Customs Act whereby 
the government takes the power to lic 
ense, regulate, prohibit if desired, the 
whole traffic in war armaments and 
supplies, whether i tbe import, export, 
manufacture, coastwise trade or dem- 
estic trade, This is the answer to 
those who demanded that the profit 
should be taken out of the munitions 
of war. The idea was most strongly 
suggested by membervs of the C, C. F. 
group. It will not be the first time 
that pioneer proposals hatched in the 
‘southwast’ corner of the Chamber 
have ebeen seized upon by the govern- 
ment of the day with considerable 
satisfaction. 

A brief debate on naval matters 
failed to get the attention across the 
country which, to my mind, it merited 
although one remark essentially in 
the nature of an aside, made by Prem 
ier Mackenzie King, was given prom- 
inence-— the forecast that expedition- 
ary forces either from the Dominions 
or Britain would probably not again 
fight in Furope. But reading between 
the lines of the debate which preceded 
this remark, one got the impression, 
especially if one had been in close 
touch with inside matters on Parlia- 
ment Hill, that we have by no means 
heard the last of Canadian naval pro- 
grams, If the situation abroad contin- 
ues ominous, watch for a more ambi- 
tious program next year.
